In eight states, all of them in the West, the result was still in 
doubt at mid-day, but the President had a lead in seven of them 
including Minnesota, North and South Dakota, which followers 
of Senator Robert M. La Follette had expected to give the in­ 
dependent candidate their electoral votes. 
Returns in the Congressional contest were slow and at noon 
they still were insufficient to show whether Mr. Coolidge will have 
a real working majority in either the House or the Senate. The 
Republicans had made a net gain of 12 in the House and ap­ 
parently of three or four in the Senate. 
The bugaboo of throwing the Presidential election into Con­ 
gress was chased away by the rapidity with which the large block 
of electoral votes either fell into the Coolidge column or gave 
seemingly unmistakable evidences of going there as the returns 
continued to come in.
